‘{mpression is gaining ground here in Wash- 
ington that Spain will not indorse the ten- 
tative agreement entered into between the 
president and Ambassador Cambon so far 
as it relates to the Philippines, but will 
make a desperate effort to retain her sov- 
erelanty lover the entire group of islands, 
particularly Manila. 7 

It is the clause in the reply of the 
United States retaining sovereignty 
over Manila that is the stumbling 
block, if there is one. 

Spain believes that if we once are given 
undisputed sovereignty over that valuable 
territory we will never let go. For us to 
have Manila and for Spain to be saddled 
with the responsibility of the rule of fhe 
rest of the islands would be giving us all 
that ig good down there and it is under- 
stood here that Madrid would rather lose 
them all than be placed in that anomalous 
position, 

Where these advices come from is 
not clear, but it is significant that the 
feeling that Spain may refuse fo ac- 
cede to the terms is strong in diplo- 
matic circles. 

A vast deal of telegraphing is being done 
between Washington and the different cap- 
itals of Hurope and the diplomats here 
undoubtedly have facilities for knowing 
what is going on behind the scenes at 


Medrid which our own government does

talk is mere speculation on the par? of the 
diplomats, who have aired their views, .for 
they have the same right to speculate as 
the rest of us, and We are all indulging 
in that pastime just now.

However, any question that might 
have arisen as to the powers of the 
French ambassador was set at rest by 
a short, guarded and concise statement 
issued today from the embassy itself. 

Then discussion turned'on the nature of 
the change made at the instance of M.

It was contended in some quarters that no 
change had been made; in others, that an 
important modification had developed. As 
a matter of fact as to the importance of 
this change there is a difference of op'nion 
between the parties, the administration 
looking upon it as inconsequent'g!l, while 
M. Cambon attaches importance to it. 
However, this mhy be, as the administra- 
tion believes that the change is not es- 
sential and that it certainly does not af- 
fect the principle of the document, it might 
be well to recapitulate briefly just what the 
demands of the United States were. 

As to Cuba, it is demandei that 
Spain is to release her government, 
possession and control. 

It will be noticed that nothing is said 
of Cuban independence and that tne 
United States free to. deal with. the 
island as it may deem best. 

Porto Rico, with the small islands 
adjacent and embraced within her 
jurisdiction, is to be ceded uncondt?- 
tionally to the United States. 

One of the Ladrone igiands, like- 
wise, is to be ceded to the United 
States as a coaling station. 

These three conditions being granted 
by Spain are to be taken as part pay- 
ment in heu of the fuil indemnity. 
What further payment shall be required 
is to be determined by a commission 
having authority to act for the presi- 
dent, subject to his approval. Wheth- 
er Spain shall retain possession of the 
Philippines as a whole orin part is 
left te that commission to determine.

MERRITT SHOWS 
SUME UNEASINESS 


Attitude of Insurgents Indicates 
Trouble for Americans 


THEY ARE “WELL = ARMED 


Apuinaldo's Forces Want the Surrender of

Washington, August 1.—General Merritt 
has again cabled the war department rel- 
ative to the situation in Manila, which he 
finds very unsatisfactory, owing to the 
attitude of the insurgents. It was reported 
to General Merritt that the. attitude of 
the insurgents is similar to that assumed 
by Garcia’s Cubans on the question of 
their right to enter and possess themselves 
of the city, although in this case these in- 
surgents are a very much’ more formidable 
element, being not only more numerous, 
but better armed and filled with the arro- 
gance following numerous victories over 
the Spanish forces. 

General Merritt, however, indicates that 
he will do his most to protect the citizens 
from. the savagery of the insurgents, 
though his task is a delicate and difficult

SPANISH PRIZE BROUGHT IN. 


Badger at the Tortugas with a Group 
of Captured Ships. 

Key West, August 1.—The Spanish 
schooner Dolores, of 60 tcns, loaded with 
corn and provisions and bound from Prog- 
reso, Mexico, for Batabano, has been ad- 
ded to the list of war prizes. She was cap- 
tured by the gunboat Eagle, near Corrien- 
tes bay, a week ago yesterday, and was 
brought in today by Ensign Craven. 

The Badger, which took her prizes to 
Tortugas a few days ago, is still there 
awaiting orders. Her prizes are a barge, 
a brig and a tow boat, which were trying to 
get from Nuevitas to Havana. Three hun- 
dred and eighty-two sick and wounded 
Spanish soldiers, some of whom have lost 
legs and afms, are aboard the prize and 
will be held in quarantine. | 

At the Tortugas the reports of the bom- 
bardment and surrender of Nuevitas are 
also current, but no one is permitted to ap- 
proach the Badger or her pr.ze and the 
details cannot be learned.

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Two Million Dollar's Worth of 
Ammunition Thrown Away 


BATTERIES NOT REDUCED 


American Naval Officers Inspect the For- 
tifications About the Harbor 


VERY LITTLE DAMAGE WAS DONE

Visit Shows That Shells from a Fleet 
Are Not Always Effective Against 
Fortifications and That It 
Is Powder Burned for 
Nothing. 


fartiago de Cuba, July 19.—A party of 
naval officers anxious to see the effect of 
the four or five bombardments of the de- 
ferses of the harbor by the fleet under 
Admiral Sampson, made a two days’ tour 
of the~batteries, finishing their work today 
One of them made the following statement 
to the Associated Press correspondent, who 
accompanied the party:~ 

“Over two million adllars worth of am- 
munition thrown at thé batteries defending 
Santiago harbor was “absolutely harmless 
in its effect, so far ag the reducing of the 
batteries was concern@fi, and while it may 
have given the Spaniagfds a wholesome re- 
spect for us, simply bore out the well- 
known fact that it is waste of time and 
money to bombard earthworks.” 

The party made a clipse inspection of the 
cruiser Reina MercedeB, sunk in the. harbor 
the night of July 4th, the day after Schley 
sunk Cervera’s fleet. The boat lies about 
half under water. The majority of her 
large guns thave been taken ashore, but her 
rapid-fire guns were left,and torpedoes were 
fn her tubes. She is not in the channel, 
and the reason for this is very apparent. 
She has at least five big holes in her from 
the Massachusetts and the Texas, and the 
way they are placed is a splendid tmbute 
to the fine gunnery of these two bDattle- 
ships, which had to fire up the narrow 
harbor mouth in the dark or with the aid 
of a searclight. 

Landing at the foot of Morro, the party 
climbed 210 feet. The path was strewn with 
ammunition for Mauser rifies, boxes con- 
taining thousands of *¢m lying all about. 
At the foot of the ‘Atl to the rear of the 
Morro, where the path of the ascent begins, 
was a well-buflt and equipped electrical 
station, from which to set off the mines in 
the harbor entrance. Concealed partially 
behind a bluff, the operator in this house 
had a lookout from which he had a clear 
view of the angle, in which lay the mines 
controlled by his key. Near him were tele- 
phones connecting with a similar house on 
the opposite shore. If a ship had tried to 
cross the mines he would have pressed a 
button that connected with the mines, and 
the man opposite wou'd have pressed the 
other button connecting the circuit, and a 
ship on the angle would have received tne 
bombs. Eight contact mines were iaken 
from the harbor in the last two days, and 
today Lieutenant Commander . Delehanty 
began removing the electrical mines, which 
contain 200 pounds of gun cotton, more 
than four times what the ordinary mines 
are usually filled with. 

Mine Apparatus Up to Date. 

The minehouse was equipped with up-to- 
date appliances, demonstrating the impos- 
sibility of entering the harbor without the 
loss of some ships. 

Arriving on the hilltop, the party pro- 
ceeded at once to the eastern battery. This 
was the battery close to Morro, which the 
‘commander of the Suwanee had reported 
to Admiral Sampson as containing several 
very Gangerous large modern guns, and 
against which Admiral Sampson had four 
times massed the flower of the fleet—the 
New York, Oregon, Iowa, Scorpion, Mas- 
sachusetts, Gloucester and Indiana. In 
rudely constructed earthworks, but with 
excellent and deep runways for the gun- 
ners to bring ammunition along or run 
for shelter, were four muzzle-loading 
bronze cannon and two iron 8-inch mor- 
tars. The cannon are very old, cast in 
1873, the mortars in 1893, cast at Havana. 
They’ have no sighting arrangement and 
only point in one direction, so that unless 
a ship entered their zone they were not 
ilangerous, There were also two little 
three-pounder field pieces for repelling land 
attacks. 

On the Morro itself are two bronze can- 
non of the same make and several] old- 
fashioned small mortars. There was plen- 
ty of ammunition, but of old-fashioned 
kind,'the bombs‘ having wooden plug time 
fuse. There was little or no damage done 
except the dismounting of an old gun, 
the destruction of the Nghthouse and a 
small frame. house near. ‘The damage 
was all done by the dynamite shells of 
the Vesuvius and at sight. The shell had 
torn @ great hole, completely demolishing 
the ‘house, leaving buta pile of debris and 
tore out the side of tle lighthouse. Large 
quantities of broken American shells couid 
be found about and quite a number of big 
shells that had not exploded were gathered 
up and put together by the Spaniards. 


Americans Tired Well. 


The majority of the shells landed in the 
earthworks, just belowthe crest of the hill,

The guns are quick-fre and easily trained 
and very formidable.

FAMINE TIGHTENING ITS HANDS 


High and Increasing. 
London, August 1.—The Havana corres- 


pondent of The Times, im a letter dated 
July 5th, describes a condition of “‘growing

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS INCOMPLETE 


Remains Will Be Deposited at a Spot 
Where the Prince Selected and 
Not Beside Those of the 
Emperor He Served 
So Well.” 


Friedrichsruhe, August 1—It was found 
necessary to close the prince’s coffin to 
night, but it may be reopened for the em- 
peror.

Herr von Lan Bach, the painter, who 
came for a portrait of the dead statesman, 
did not attempt to paint*it, probably be- 
cause of the change in the features. The 
castle is still rigorously closed to strang- 
ers. 

Emperor William, who has ordered Pro- 
fessor Begas, the sculptor, to design a 
sarcophagus for the German sovereigns, 
has announced his intention of attending 
the funeral here, but Count Herbert von 
Bismarck informed his majesty that the 
service would be strictly private and with- 
out ceremony. 

Condolence and wreaths are pouring in 
by thousands from all the courts, govern- 
ments and foremost statesmen of the 
world, 

The death chamber, draped in black, is 
impressive in its simplicity. 

Until the remains were placed in their 
coffin the counterpane of the bed was 
&trewn with roses and rose leaves and 
there was a white rose in one hand. The 
eyes were: firmly closed, the lips a little 
open, the face wearing its usual energetic 
expression, A black polished oak coffin 
with silver handles rested ‘upon a cata- 
falque draped in black velvet. Four huge 
silver candelabra stand at the corner. 
At.the feet two cuirasseurs mount d. 
The room is decorated with palms and ever- 
greens.

Mourning Is General. 

Berlin, August 1.—The ceremony of bless- 
ing Prince Bismarck’s remains will be 
performed tomorrow, only the nearest 
relatives attending. The coffin will then 
be closed and will remain in the castle 
until the mausoleum is completed,- which 
will be in October next. 

An official order has been issued com- 
manding that all the flags on warships be 
half-masted on the day of Prince Bis 
marck’s funeral; that a salute of nineteen 
guns be fired at noon, and that all the 
naval officers*and officials wear mourning 
for a week. 

Emperor William, accompanied by the 
empress, who wore a mourning costume, 
arrived at Kiel this morning. Baron Von 
Bulow, the foreign minister, and Dr. Von 
Lucanus, chief of the emperor’s civil cab- 
inet, are also at. Kiel. | 

The emperor has ordered that gorgeous 
funeral obsequits -be held in Berlin on 
the square in front of the reichstag build- 
ing. 

The famous German artist, Herr Franz 
von, Lonbach, has been commissioned to 
paint the portrait of the dead statesman. 

Thus far Emperor William has tele 
graphed twice to Friederichsruhe. The 
first dispatch, sent on Sunday morning, 
was addressed to Count Herbert Bismarck, 
and set forth in the most cordial terms 
the merits of the late prince, and express- 
ing his majesty’s gratitude to the deceased 
“Who has been a model of the most faith- 
ful performance of duty.” 

Emperor’s Sincere Sympathy. 

The emperor also mentioned Prince Bis- 
marck’s domestic life, “which has been 
his greatest joy.”” and assures the family 
of his ‘most sincere sympathy: | 

The second telegram begs for the fam- 
ily’s consent to bury the prince’s remains 
in the Charlotténburg mausoleum, where 
the body of Emperor William I reposes. 
This, however, {s 4eclined, because of 
Prince Bismarck’s dearly expressed wish 
to be buried ner the Schloss. ' 

Prince Hohentohe, the imper‘al chan- 
céllor, took a special train for Friedrichs- 
ruhe this afternoon in order to convey to 


the family the condalences of the Prus- 


sien ministry of state and to place a 
wreath upon the former chancellor's bier. 
The city councils of Berlin and Munich 
will hold special sessions on Tuesday, the 
prince having had the honorary freedom 
of both those cities. 
The Cariruhe city council has passed a 
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resolution of condolence, and has selected 
&@ delegation to attend the funeral. 

In regard ta Prince Bismarck’s testa- 
ment, It is known that Friedrichsruhe, 
with the title of prince, descends to Count 
Herbert Bismarck, the oldest son, the fam- 
ily of Count von Ratzau, the husband of 
Prince Bismarck’s daughter, remaining 
there temporarily. Schoenhauzen goes to 
Count William Bismarck, the second son. 
The late prince’s money, which is esti- 
mated to amount to several million marks, 
@ larger amount that was generally sup- 
posed is divided among the three chil- 
dren and the young Rantzaus. This mon- 
ey is partly in the Bank of England and 
partly in the Bleidroeders bank.

As B'ésmarck once declared at 
Frankfort. a Prussia which could renounce 
the inhéritance of the Great Frederick does 
not' exist in Europe. In the samewaythe 
German empire could not exist at any fu- 
ture time unless it holds fast to the legacy 
of its founders, the first Hohenzollern Kai- 
ser and his great chancellor,” 

A dispatch from _Friedrichsruhe to

MAKLTIN THORN PUT TO DEATH. 


Slayer of Guldensuppe Dies in Electric 
Chair Without Flinching. 

New York, August 1.—Martin Thorn, the 
murderer of William Guldensuppe, was 
electrocuted in Sing Sing prison at 11:17 
a.m. today. Thorn sat up later last night 
than was his custom. He talked of his 
parents, his boyhoog days in Germany and 
his first experiences in this country. He 
showed no nervousness, and when he 
“threw himse!f on his cot it was but a few 
minutes until he was sound asleep. 

When summoned to the execution chair 
Thorn showed no emotion and walked to 
it quickly, repeating prayers, after the at- 
tending priest. There was no untoward in- 
cident in connection with the execution, 
and after the current had been sets, on 
fifty-five seconds Thorn was dead. 

The crime for which Martin Thorn paid 
the death penalty was the murder of 
William Guldensuppe, a bath house at- 
tendant, on June 25, 1897. Mrs. Augusta 
Nack, who was charged with being an ac- 
complice, turned state’s evidence at the 
trial and told how she had decoyed Gulden- 
Ssuppe to a cottage at Woodside, L. I., 
where Thorn was waiting to take his life. 

Guldensuppe was shot and his head dis- 
membered from his body to prevent ‘identi-{ 
fication. The body was then placed in a 
table cloth and thrown into the East 
river, where it was discovered floating by 
two youthful swimmers. Thorn’ testified 
that Mrs. Nack did the killing and he only 
heiped to dispose of the body. 

Thorn was found guilty after a memo- 
rable trial and senténced to death. Mrs. 
Nack was allowed to plead guilty to man- 
‘Slaughter and was sentenced to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment. The motive of the 
crime was jealousy.

of American Municipalit#s was called to 
order today. About 200 were in the proper 
hall, the Light Infantry armory? while a 
scattered few assembled in the Light 
Guard armory, three blocks distant, Gov- 
ernor Pingree was among those who wait- 
ed at the wrong place, but he delivered his 
welcoming address later nevertheless. 
Up to noon 2W visitors’ indentification 
cards had been handed jn, and possibly 100 
representatives American munici- 
had arrived, 

Maybury cordially welcomed 
Buests, P 
The president, Mayor John MacVicar, of 
Des Moines, la.; after a short response, 
delivered annual address, President 
MacVicar said in part: 

President MacVicar’s Address. 


“American cities must be made whole- 
some in every sense of the word. ‘They 
must, if such a thing be possible, be made 
to conserve and not consume the energies 
they araw from the country. ‘bhey must 
have no slums to po.lute tne currenis of 
their own lives and the jife of the nation. 
The garbage question, the tenement ques- 
tion, the wWaier question, the .francnise 
question, the quesiion of parks, pubiic 
bathe, play grounds and ‘other means and 
instruments of public health and recrea- 
tion must be studied in their larger rela- 
tion to tne preservation of the life and 
healva of our great repuliie. 

“We are at an early stage of the move- 
ment, the country has been recently awak- 
ened to the need of it. Some of the mat- 
ters alluded to are for future generations 
to adjust. At the treshold of the agitation 
We are most concerned with the vital is- 
Sue of the sovereignty of cities. It seems 
hecessary a3 a preiiminary measure tv 
eliminate from our eities the private own- 
ership of tfrancnises for the monopouized 
use of the Streets. ‘I'he public must own 
and operate all plants for the supplying 
of Hgnt and water. Probably it should 
extend its powers so as to take in street 
railways, heating plants, telephone and 
other means of intramural communica- 
tions. At all event, there must he an end 
te the controlling and corrupting of our 
clty governments by those interested in 
the manipulation of public comfort, even 
if the last vestige of private ownership in 
them shall be uprooted. Jf these valuable 
franchises, these splendid privileges were 
reserved to the cities, would not this source 
of corruption which has caused legislative 
bodies to become a by-word among the 
people, cease to exist? 


Merit System in Appointments. 


“To mind it would be suicidal to 
enlarge the functions of . municipalities 
without providing for the thorough appli- 
eation of the merit system jn appointments, 
promotions and removals. We who be- 
lieve ih municipal reform are in the para- 
doxicail position of proclaiming that our 
cities are doing badly that which they are 
doing, vet urging that they assume hew 
duties. But the ‘logic of our contention 
is better than it seems. Nothing could da 
more to bring out the latent virtue of the 
indifferent citizen than to we'gh down the 
ship of state, already as he fears, overloaded 
with still dearer interests. I am not afraid 
to startle our money-making voters by

lance. They need to be alarmed. Arouse 
them to the seriousness of the prevailing 
conditions and the spasmodic energy which 
now cleans the Augean stables of munici- 
pal corruption once in ten or fifteen years 
will be harnessed by unavOidable neces- 
sity ‘for regular activity. 

“So long as the corporate interests oper- 
ate these public utiiities for private gain, 
just so long will we have uncompromising 
opposition to civil service and good city 
government. Remove first the incentive to 
this opposition, which, to my mind, can be 
accomplished by removing our public fran- 
chises from the public mart and a new 
era will dawn in which the best citizen- 
ship will be the dominant force in munici- 
pal government ”’ 

Change in Constitution. 

After adoption of some amendmente to 
the league’s constitution, providing that 
dues be payable to the treasurer direct in- 
stead of through the secretary. the con- 
vention adjourned until 2 o’clack. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
Governor Pingree welcomed the convention 
and characterized it as the most important 
which had met in Detroit, becawse its ob- 
ject was lost to the great prob'ems of 
municipal affairsf Said the governor: 

‘The final glory of this country will be 
the honest and-.capable government of her 
cities. During my public life I have always 
ciaimed that the great body of our people 
aré honest and wish to see the right pre- 
vail. The enemies of good government are 
to be found among those who claim to be 
the aristocracy, but who use money and 
position to corrupt public servants and 
control legislative bodies. Their power and 
influence are so great that leagues must 
be formed to combat them and they must 
be fought to the deach. 

‘The important question is how you 
compel those who call themselves our best 
citizens to take purt in city affairs in 
-gsome other capacity than aa mere fault- 


finders.”’ 

The secretary, B. F. Gilkson, of New 

York, reed his annval report. 
Secretary Makes Report. 

The secretary said that his cfforts during 

the first ten months of the league’s ex- 
istence had been directed chiefly toward 
securing new mémbers. He _ stated that 
since action. by city council is necessary to 
acquire membership, the existence of the 
organization at the first had been merely 
nominal. The secretary assented that the 
formation of the league had been persist- 
ently and vigorously antagonized by cer- 
tain corporations who believe their bust- 
ness interests will be menaced by the as- 
sociation. The report alleged that these 
corporations attempted vainly to secure 
control of the Columbus convention last 
year, and that they have since continued 
their warfare against the league and prob- 
ably succeeded in preventing a few cities 
from joining it. The present total mem- 
‘pership of the league was reported as be- 
ing seventy-one cities, and it is claimed 
that several other cities which are repre- 
sented in this convention, but which have 
not yet joined, are about to do so. 
Gividual membership amounts 
3,006, representing not less than 
citizens. 
Secretary Gilkson reported that during 
the year mayors, councilmen aind heads 
of city deportments have been supplied, 
through the league’s bureau of informa- 
tion, with information upon a great va- 
riety of subjects pertaining to municipal 
affairs and questions of policy. 

The expenses of the secretary’s 
were reported at $1,024; total receipts $2,280,

OFFICIAL REPORT OF 
LINARR’S SURRENDER 


Commissioners Who Drafted the Articles 
Are Finally Heard From. 


SHAFTER SENDS IN THE PAPER 


General Urges the War Department To 
Allow Removal of Troops. 


HE PRAISES THE MEN'S WORK HIGHLY 


General Urgently Requests Washing- 
ton Authorities To Get Spanish 
Prisoners Away from Cuba. 


Washington, August 1.—The secretary of 
war has received the following letter from 
General Shafter, transmitting the commis- 
Ssioner’s report of ‘the surrender of the 
Spanish army at Santiago: , 

“Camp Before Santiago, Cuba, July 138, 
1898.—I take the liberty of sending to you 
this morning a copy of the agreement be- 
tween the commissioners on my part and 
the commissioners on the part of the gov- 
ernment of- Spain for the surrender of 
eastern Cuba. The sehedule just submitted 
shows there to be a little ever 22,000 men 
and officers—about 6,000 more men than I 
have had myself; ard I am glad to say 
that we. have got ali these men with very 
little loss of ie, \pompared to what. it 
would have been had we to have fought 
them. The city of Santiago is simply a 
network of fortifications at every street 
corner. 


“I had no proper conception of its 
strength until] I went into it, although I 
knew these old stene towns were naturally 
very strong. Everything is going admira- 
bly, so far as to transferring is concerned; 
and the Spanish troops are behaving well, 
as they are perfectly delighted at the 
thoughts of getting’ home. 

“I send to you personally a telegram of 
General Linares to his government, which 
one of the consuls gave me. It shows the 
straits to which they were put and the 
feelings that animated them. He stated the 
case exactly. I did have him so surround- 
ed that it was imyossible for him to get 
away; and J could wait and he could not. 

Sencing Out After Prisoners. 

“T send out tomorrow morning to receive 
something over 2,000 men up in the in- 
terior. a short distance, about thirty miles, 
and in two or three days will send to 
juantanamo to receive the 7,000 that have 
surrendered there. They should be shipped 
from Guantanamo bay direct to Spain. 
There are also 800 men each from Baracoa 
and Sagua de Tanamo or the north coast, 
who will come into the port for shipment. 
I will send an officer around with a Spanish 
officer to take their arms and military 
supplies. 

“Wehave got a great deal.more than | 
had any idea of getting in the way of 
munitions of war. In everything but food 
they were well supplied. Have got a few 
beautiful modern, high-power guns—about 
a dozen, 

“My only fear is that we shall 
some sickness, and it is for that 
that I have wired you so earnestly about 
getting these prisoners away, that we 
can go up in the mountains with my com- 
mand fifteen or twenty miles, at the end 
of the railroad, at San Luis, which Is said 
to be very-dhealthy. [It hs, at any rate, 
about, 1,500 feet above the sea, and has 
communication by rail with Santiago. 

“So far therg@’ is no fever in Santiago. 
I suppose because there is no one there 
except immunes. Three cases only so far 
this year and the English consul tells me 
there was very little last year. 

Hardships Were Great. 

“Of those here who server] throughout 
the civil war all declare that they did not 
have anything that would compare wity 
it for hardships. With only one of 
Clothes, officers have been rained on daily 
till today, carrying three days’ rations 
like the men on their person and suffering 
every privation that any man can: added 
to all these privations, in addition. all the 
horrors of disease in an unknown land. 
and very limited accommodations should 
they be wounded. The spirit shown by 
them and by the whole army was simply 
grand. I can recall no instance where a 
greater surrender has been made than 
this. The final surrender of General Toral 
and his generals to myself and my gen--: 
erals was highly dramatic, as well as the 
hoisting of the flag over the city of 
Santiago, one of the oldest cities on this 
continent. 

“I want to thank you and the president 
for the words of cheer that have come 
to us and to say that none of us have 
ever doubted that every effort possible to

Troops weak; sick in C®nsiderable 
proportion not sent ‘0 hospitals Owing to 
the necessity for keeping them itn the 
intrenchments, Hases and mules 
without the usual’ iTiowdnce of forage. 
In the midst of the wet season, with twen- 
ty hours’ daily fall of rain in the trenches,

Indinapolis, August 1.—Shortly after the 
sreat naval victory off Santiago, ‘in which 
Cervera's fleet was pursued and destroyed 
by the American vessels of war under Cem- 
modore Schley, Captain John Schley, cousin 4 
of the commodore, wrote a letter of con- 
eératulation for the victory won. Today he 
received a reply, which in part was as fol- 

lows: 

_ Flagship Brooklyn, off Santiago de 
Cuba, July 22d, 1898..My Dear John: The 
victory of July 8rd, so complete in results 
and so rich in glory for our country, was 
one fortunate 
enough to be engaged, and I ought rather 
to thank you in their name than to appro- 
priate the congratulations to myself. 

“Surely, it was large enough to win lau-- 
rels for all, and I assume no other pr'‘de. in 
it than that the lucky place of this ship in 
the line was where the first heavy assault 
was made on, afterwards by the speed and 
her direction to keep ‘in the scrap’ to the 
finish, which occurred three and’: one-half 
hours from beginning. 

‘The sweetest thought and the greatest 
Satisfaction comes from the fact that our 
conduct that day has won the people's love 
and earned the nation’s admiration. It is 
this which encourages us in the public de- 
fense, no matter at what risk to ourselves. 
If it secures peace to our beloved land and 
permits us to return soon to our loved ones 
and to our people, our efforts were well 
directed,

GERMANS DECLARE FRIENDSHIP. 


New York German ‘Paper Investigates 


Feeling in Germany. — 

Berlin, August 1.—In view of the deplor- 
able fact that attitude and sentiment of 
both the German officialdom and populace 
have been and still are grossly misrepre- 
sented in a large portion of the American 
press, I have undertaken to obtain infor- 
mation from competent quarters on this 


matter. 

The vast majority of the German popu- 
lace is decidedly friendly disposed to the 
Americans. “Only the agrarians and the 
anti-Semites show a defiant attitude. There 
are, to be sure, quite a number of journals 
that have published unfavorable criticisms 
on the American warfare, byt this is of 
no meaning whatever, Ie ne Ravers only 
having in mind to ‘keep up their right to 


criticise,’”’ which is, as generally known, 
an essentially German peculiarity.

ous letters, maligning the personal and 
professional characte of Dr. H. H,. Mp 
lone, have been sent to h‘s patients, They 
are illiterate and vulgar to the last degres 
Failing to locate the criminal with the 
aid of local officers, Dr. Malone appeaieg 
to the postoffice department and Inspegtgr 
3arry Was sent here to work up the cage, 

Letter Carrier Pat Curley testified that 
he had been detatied to shadow Mrs. Gigg. 
son, though the reason for suspecting her 
was not brought out. On July : he saw 
her go to a mail box a mile and a quarter 
from her home and mail letters. Imme- 
diately afterwards he opened the bor and 
took therefrom several letters addresge 
to different parties, all in the same hand- 
writing as that in which the previoug Ma- 
lone letters were written, except one, which 
was presumably in the box already, Whe 
the letters were carried to the postofiles 
and opened in the presence of the parties 
addressed, they proved to be of the Sane 
character—obseene attacks on Malone, 

When the officer went to arrest Mrs, 
Gleason she denied having been out-of her 
house, but Subsequently admitted that she 
did mai] a letter to her husband, who is 
a soldier at Camp Price, in Macon, fm the 
box, and at the time alleged. The prosecu- 
tion admits there was a letter to W. P. 
Gleason among those taken from the box, 
and that it was sent forward in the due 
course of mail. 

Mrs. Gleason denied bitterly having mail 
ed the Malone letters when arrested and 
declared she was a friend of Dr. Malone, 

When Mrs, Gleason gave bond for her 
appearance at today’s investigation she 
had to affix her Signature, and Inspector 
Berry testified that in his opinion “the 
signature and the writing in the Malone 
letters is the same hand. 

The defense introduced no evidence, and 
moved to dismiss, but the commissioner 
bound over ‘Mrs. Gleason to the United 
States and under a $1,000 “bond, :

Montgomery, Ala., August 1.—(Special.)— 
The state election in Alabama today 
passed off quietly. The democratic nomi- 
nees have. carried the state by majorities 
estimated from 50,000 to 75,000. The demo- 
crats have elected their full state ticket, 
the supreme, circuit and chancery jurdi- 
clary, about 112 of the 133 members of the 
next general assembly, and the county of- 
ficers in about four-fifths of the counties 
in the state. 

In most of the counties 
been exceedingly light, owing. to the dis- 
tracting influences of the war’ with Spain 
and the certainty of democratic victory in 
this election. The opposition to democracy 
made a serious fight for county officers in 
about twenty of the sixty-six counties in 
the state, and in these rountfes a good vote 
was polled by all parties, but in some 
of the counties not more than half the 
legitimate vote was cast, there being no 


the vote has 


opposition or practically none. 

In comparison with the returns of two 
years ago, it is apparent that the popu- 
ists have been enormous losers in this 
election. It is manifest that a large per- 
centage of them have returned to the dem- 
ocratic party from which they strayed in 
the state election of 1892. 

It is also reported from almost every 
section of the state that the intelligent 
white republicans have voted for the dem- 
ocratic nominees rather than for the pop- 


ulist-negro republicans, or prohibitionists, 


on the theory that as their party had no 
regular nominees they would vote for the 
men best capacitated to make competent 
state and county officers, 

The returns tonight have come in in a 
scattering fashion. The only surprises 
have been glad ones for the democrats 
however, and the most careful calculations 
tend to show that while the aggregate 
vote polled. today is less than it was in 
the last state election two years ago, the:

Hew much better 
for his fame and the happiness of the 
human family would it have been had 
he been flred with a love for the people 
and with an ambition to build up in his 
fatherland a government based on the 
just consent of the eoverned? 

Could he have foreseen in the hey- 
day of his success the results which em- 
bittered his declining years, it is just 
possible that his career would have been 
set to a different measure, He gave 
his genius and the best years: of his 
life to butlding up a dynasty, and while 
his, honors were thick upon him, a deca- 
dent branch of that dynasty compelled 
him to drain the cup of humiliation. Lit- 
tle did that great statesman dream, when 
he was welding the German empire to- 
gether, that before he died he would 
behold all Burope on the tiptoe of cu- 
riosity watching the antic performances 
of the old kaiser’s grandson—perform- 
ances more amusing (and also more 
dangerous) than a monkey show! Lit- 
tle did he dream that the crown of the 
empire which he made and fitted on the 
old emperor’s brow would be claimed 
by a descendant on the ground that it 
was a gift from God. 

Another result of Bismarck’s states- 
manship is that the Germans. the most 
higaly civilized people on the globe— 
brave, natient, industrious and home- 
loving—are today suffogated by the most 
intolerable military despotism the world 
ever saw. The last spark of liberty 
has been crushed’ out of the land. 

Let us pay Bismarck the hich tribute 
his genius deserves; let us say of him 
whatever is just or gractous: let us lift 
him on a pedestal as high as that of a 
king. But no higher! He would rel- 
ish nothing higher. Let us do every- 
thing that is necessary in his honor, 
and even more; but let us not say that 
the whole human race déserves to be 
proud of him. The work he did was 
not for humanity, but directly opposed 
to its best and highest interests.

An Honored Guest. 

Atlanta feels honored today by the 
presence in her midst of Lieutefiant 
Richmond Pearson Hobson. the hero of 
the Merrimac. 

It does not often occur that a man of 
Lieutenant Hobson’s vears can compass 
so much, and thus command the atten- 
tion and the admiration of the civilized 
world. The most peculiar as well as the 
most gratifying point of it all is that 
this young officer, whose deed of daring 
will give his name a permanent place 
in history, is as modest as he is brave, 
as unassuming as he is foreeful and 
courageous. The south feels especially 
a just pride in the name and fame of 
its gallant voung-son, who went forth 
but a few years ago a timid boy, oly 
to\win all the scholastic honors which 
his chosen profession held in store, then 
to enter into the very vortex of danger 
itself, performing a deed at whieh the 
world wonders, and returning home he 
Went to the embrace of his mother the 


same fond and unspoiled child whom but 


a few years before she had given to the 
nation. 

All honor, then, to this gallant young 
hero, who comes. to us so modestly, so 
unassuming, and yet so brimful of the 
spirit of which heroes are made. 
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What the Monroe Doctrine Is. 


Discussion has revealed the fact that 
many intelligent men in this country, 
some of them eminent eneugh to be the 
editors of influential newspapers, have 
very hazy ideas in regard to the nature, 
scope and meaning of the Monroe doc- 
trine. Some of them believe that it is 
one of the statutes of international law; 
others have an, idea that it is an affair 
which binds this country irrevocably to 
its own territorial domain; and, thus 
believing, they are holding the Monroe 
doctrine up and shaking it in the faces 
of all who favor the annexation.of new 
territory. Pa és ~\ 

This flaunting of the Monree doctrine 
shows that those who are engaged in 
the business have no clear idea of its 
purport and meaning. The basis of Mon 
roe’s declaration was an understand 
between the American and British gov- 
ernments—between Adams and Can- 
ning. It was the result of a political 
coalition between the English-speaking 
peoples to resist the aggressions of the 
Holy Alliance. It was a guarantee of 
political freedom on this hemisphere. It 
is not a part of international law and 
never was. It never has been recog: 
nized By the continental powers and 
never will be, except in so far as éit 
stands as a warning and a menace to 
them to keep their hands off the govern- 
ments that are set up in this hemi- 
sphere. 

Thus, the Monroe doctrine is nothing 
but a declaration of a policy which has 
an enduring principle behind it—the 
right of a people to choose their own 
rulers and make their own governments. 
But the prineiple would not survive Eu- 
ropean aggression if it were not backed 
up by the whole power of the United 
States. The essence of the doctrine is, 
therefore, the power. of the United 
States to prevent Europe from seizing 
the South ‘American republics and set- 
ting up monarchies there without the 
consent of the people. 

In the present war, we may see the 
Monroe doctrine in action. ‘The Ameri- 
can repubiie- found Spain occupying 
Cuba, and left her there. But she has 
not governed wisely. She has abused 
all patience and outraged all precedent. 
When it became entirely evident that 
the government of Spain was obnoxious 
to the people of Cuba the M@gnroe doc- 
trine boarded our squadron, loaded our 
transports with. troops, and proceeded to 
put in action the power and resources 
of the people of the United States in 
behalf of free government. 

But for this power and these resources 
the Monroe doctrine wouldn’t be worth 
the paper on which Monroe wrote his 
message. .The idea that this doctrine 
prevents thé United Gttates from estab- 
lishing free government wherever they 
have an opportunity to do so is almost 
too preposterous to be treated sérious- 
ly. The establishment of popular gov- 
ernment—the free consent of the gov- 
erned—is the essence and substance of 
the Monroe doctrine. The mission of 
this country grows with its growth, 
and we now find ourselves in the pres- 
ence of opportunities which. though 
they seem fortuitous, are clearly provi- 
dential. a 

These opportunities it pleases us at 
this moment to call problems. There is 
no objection to the term, provided only 
that it does not deceive us as the real 
nature of our duties. | 


time by turning back the hands of a 
clock. On the other hand, we do not 
hurry.matters by pushing them forward. 
But it was not the belief of the more 
far-seeing among the statesmen who 
rocked the cradle of liberty on this 
continent, that the infant was to keep to 
its swaddling clothes and not to be al- 
lowed to wander outside the boundaries 
of its nursery, ‘They had a vision of 
what the child was to be, and how it 
was to bring a blessing to the oppressed 
everywhere. By what right are we to 
consider ourselves the chosen people s0 
far as liberty is concerned? 

The real records of our revolutionary 
struggle—the inner history of that try- 
ing period—are just becoming accessi- 
ble to students. No intelligent person 
can read them even casually and not be 
struck by the narrow margin of our 
success. But for-those happy accidents 
Which thoughtful men now call provi- 
dential—those simgular circumstances 
and coincidences|in which the hand of 
an Allwise Ruler ts to be plainly seen— 
the cavse of liberty would. have been 
lost. It may almost be said that we 
did not win it; that it was won for us. 
Having been conveyed to us in a singu- 
lar way, is liberty ours toenjoy selfishly, 
or is it ours to {mpart to less fortunate 
people when the opportunity arrives? 

[t will be-observed how quietly and 
unobtrusively, Qnd yet how inevitably, 
these considerations arise as the nat- 
ural appendage of a political discussion. 
Beginning with the Monroe doctrine the 
subject has led us, as it must lead all 
thoughtful men, into an atmosphere, a 
domain, in which mere partisan politics 
and party performances’ shrink and 
shrivel and disappear.

Hospital Facilities Reduce Fatalities. 

Dr. Nicholas Senn, the distinguished 
Chicago surgeon who has been at the 
front for several weeks past, makes the 
interesting statement that the cathode 
ray has been of infinite service in the 
treatment of wounded soldiers in the 
present war, and that in consequence 
of the use of this newly discovered ad- 
junct hundreds of wounded soldiers who 
might have passed away under the op- 
erations of the knife have been guccess- 
fully restored to health. 4 

This same authority states that the 
cathode ray has not only completely 
superseded the probe in the surgeon's 
work of determining the course and lo- 
cation of bullets, but that furthermore, 
it enables the surgeon 'to obtain this de- 
sired information. with strict scientific 
exactitude, What renders its use still 
more effective is that it performs its 
part without subjecting the patient to 
the least peril or discomfiture. When 
the surgeon by means of the cathode 
ray succeeds in finding the precise 
whereabouts of the leaden particles he 
can begin at once' to extract them, and 
thus the patient is spared the butchery 
whieh he would otherwise be called upon 
to suffer under the uncertain operations 
of the surgeon’s Knife. Dr. Senn forti 
fies himself with the data set forth in 
the official records of the recent engazge- 
ments in Cuba when he states that with 
comparatively few exceptions the 
wounded soldiers not killed outright up- 
on the field of battle have managea, 
through the agency of the catinode ray, 
to fully recover. 

Without detracting in the least either 
from the scientific views of Dr. Senn 
or from the recognized efficiency of the 
cathode ray in the treatment of wound- 
ed soldiers, it may be well to note the 
fact that other f&nstrumentalities mre 
also entitled to recognition. One of these 
is the Mauser bullet, whith is so made 
that if it does not produce immediate 
death it is more than apt to cause only 
slight injury. In the present war the 
Mauser bullet has been in almost gen- 
eral use. Again, within the: past few 
years scientific research has resulted {n 
other disclosures than the cathode ray, 
thus rendering medical and surgical ap- 
pliances still more effective. Moreover, 
the various hospitalsare equipped with 
better facilities in the present war than 
they were in the late war between the 
states, and patients are not deterred 
from improving rapidly by reason of 
any lack of provisions necessary to re- 
store them to health. . But in addition 
to the humane efforts which the gov- 
ernment itself has made to take care of 
its wounded soldiers. local and _ state 
organizations have also joined in the 
matter of thoroughly equipping the va- 
rious hospitals witth needed supplies, Se, 
apart from the good work which the 
cathode ray has performed in the treat- 
ment of wounded soldiers in the present 
war, it {s clear that other instruments 
must also be given some degree of 
credit, 

But regardless of the causes which 
have operated to reduce the fatality of 
injuries received in battle, it is eratify- 
ing to know that the number of wound- 
ed sBdidiers who have been nursed back 
to life 'n the vresent war has been 
greater in proportion to the number of 
troops engaged than has ever before 
been known in any former war. Of 
course, it is the hope of all right-mind- 
ed men that the reign of bloodshed ‘will 
soon he over:

Of himself and his relations with Fred- 
erick William, Bismarck once said; “The 
king regarded me ag a kind of egg out of 
which he might be able some day to hatch 
a minister. It was a long time before my 
poor mother could be persuaded that in 
hatehing me she had not produced a 


goose.” 


At a banquet given by the English am- 
bassador in Berlin Bismarek, speaking of 
peace and war, remarked: “Why, after 
all Attila was a greater man than your 
John Bright. He left a greater name in 
history. The duke of Wellington will be 
known in history as a great warrior and 
not as a pacific statesman.’’ 


Bismarck was showing a friend round his 
house some time ago, and as he laughingly 
pointed to the ponderous and forbidding 
iron safe in his wife's bedroom he said: 
‘You see, my wife acts as my cashier, and 
let me tell you that a-man who trusts his 
wife with his financia)] interests has dis- 
covered an infallible way to save money.”’ 


After the day on which Bismarck was 
shot at (May 7, 1866) by Karl Blind, his wife 
said: “If 1 were in heaven and saw the 
villain standing on the top of a ladder lead- 
ing down to hell I would have no hesitation 
in giving ‘him a push.” 

‘‘Tilush, my dear,” replied Bismarck, “you 
would not be in heaven yourself with such 
thoughts as those.”

He was caught in a:storm as he waé 
Strolling «through the woods near Kissin- 
gen and a servant girl ran ut of a restau- 
rant and offered him an umbrella. He 
thanked her courteously and, taking her 
arm, escorted her to a place of safety. 
Then he gave her a kiss, which ghe ac- 
cepted with good grace, saying: ‘You 
have done me a great honor, prince.” To 
which he replied: “On the contrary, it is 
I who am in your debt, for believe, my 
dear, you have indeed given me great 
pleasure.”’ 


Shortly after Bismarck had taken his 
Seut in the first Prussian parliament in 
1849, an opponent said: “You alone in all 
your party hawe always treated us with 
politeness. Let us make a bargain. If we 
gain the upper hand we shall spare you; 
if fortune should favor you, you shall do 
the same by us.” 


Bismarck’s reply was: “If your party 
has its way life will not be \worth living; 
if ours is victorious there will have to be 
executions, but they shall be conducted 
with politeness up to the. last step of the 
ladder.’’ 

A few years ago the chancellor, who 
Was greatly shaken in health. seriously 
made up his-mind to retire. He had placed 
his resignation in the hands of the em- 
peror, but the aged monarch returned it to 
him in a few minutes with a single word 
for answer: ‘Never!’ 

Yielding to the urgent wish of his master, 
he remained in office, At the first audience 
afterwards his majesty said: 

“I cannot understand why you want to 
retire; here am I, much older than you, 
but I can still mount my horse.’’ 

“Just so, sire: that’s the rule,’’ answered 
Bismarck. ‘Tvhe rider always thholds out 
mudh longer than his horse.’’ 


At the close of his official career he said 
to some friends at Friedrichsruhe: “} huve 
seldom been a happy man. If I reckon up 
the rare minutes of real thappiness in my 
life I do not believe they would make 
twenty-four hours in all. In my political 
life I never had time to have the feeling 
of happiness. But in my private life there 
have been moments of shappiness.. I re- 
member, for instance, a really happy mo- 
ment in my life, and that was when I 
shot my first hare. In later years it gave 
me pleasure to see my irrigated meadows 
and plantations thriving, and at home I 
took pleasure in my wife and children.” 


Bismarck fell in love at a friend’s wed- 
ding with the young woman who became 
(his wife, and presently wrote to her 
parents to ask her hand. 

The good people were naturally much sur- 
prised at a direct attack like this; they 
were very simple folk, leading a very quiet 
life, and they were rather frightened at the 
reputation for high living the candidate 
enjoyed. 

As, however, their daughter intimated in 
discreet terms that she did not look upon 
the young gentleman with an unfavorable 
eye, Herr von Puttkammer wrote to young 
Bismarck, inviting him to come and see 
them. 

Every one did their best at Reinfeld to 
give the visitor a suitable reception; Frau- 
lein von Puttkammer’s parents put on an 
air of grave solemnity, and she stood with 
eyes modestly bent upon the ground. 

Bismarck. on alighting, threw his arms 
round his sweetheart’s neck and embraced 
her vigorously before anybody had time to 
tell ‘him that his conduct was hardly proper 
and correct. The result was, however, an 
immediate betrothal. 

Prince Bismarck was very fond of telling 
this tale, and was careful always to finish 
the story by this reflection: “And you have 
no idea what this lady thas made of me.”

Fast Freight Crashes Into Pas- 
-genger Train at McPherson 
Yesterday Afternoon,

Engineer Wallace. and Flrenran Vaughn 
Were Victims of the Wreck--Crew 
Baily Shaken Up, 


THE BLAME HAS NOT BEEN PLACED 


Passenger Train Loaded with Eighth 
Infantry Was Reaiy To Leave 
for Austell—Freight Is Said 
To Have Had the Right 
of Way. 


A FAST PREIGHT ENGINE OF THE 
Centra! railroad crashed into an engine at- 
tached to the train which was to bear the 
Sighth infantry to Austell yesterday after- 
noon at 1:30 o'clock at Fort McPherson. 

As a result of the head-end collision, 
_ Fireman Daney Vaughn, instantly 
killed. 

Engineer Gus Wallace, badly man- 
gled, and died from his injuries at 11 
o'clock last night. 

Engineer J. J. Green, mashed and 
cut ‘and may not recover. 

Fireman W. H. Chambers, internal- 
ly injured and badly cut and bruised. 

Both engines were demolished and four 
freight cars tarn into splinters. 

The collision occurred directly in front of 
the fort and just opposite the railroad sta- 
tion to the barracks. 

The passenger train to which No. 1,154 
Was attached was starding inthe rnil- 
road yard of the fort, but the engine and 
two freight cars, which were in front of the 
passenger coaches, were standing across the 
main line, thus blockading the right*hand 
track going south. 

The train that caused the collision was a 
fast freight, south bound, which was going , 
out on the right-hand track, at a rate esti- 
mated to have been about thirty or thirty- 
five miles an hour. 

The engine standing still, No. 1,134, was 
manned by Engineer Gus Wallace and Fire- 
man Daney Vaughn. It was almost ready 
to pull its train out of the fort, and En- 
gineer Wallace is said to have been looking 
back the rear end of his train, 
which was inside the reservation, when the

fast freight went dashing into his engine. 

His fireman, Daney Vaughn, was in the 
cab. throwing in coal; preparatory to start- 
ing,.when the crash came. He probably never 
knew of his peril, and went down in the 
wreck and debris of: flying timbers and 
iron. 

He was pulled out from beneath his en- 
gine, mangled and scalded. Vaughn lived 
at No. 39 McDaniel street, and was single.- 

Engineer Wallace died at 11 o'clock last 
night, after suffering hours of excruc'‘at- 
ing agony. He dieq at the barracks hos- 
pital, where he was carried after-the ac- 
cident: 

Engine No. 42, south bound, which ran 
into engine 1,134, was on it’ way to Macon. 
Engineer J. J. Green jumped, it is said. He 
was badly bruised and injured. His fire- 
man, W. M. Chambers, was only slightly 
He also jumped, it is. said. 

What Caused the Wreck. - 

The blame attached to the collision had 
not been placed last nigtht by the railroad 
Officials, 

‘The freight engineer, who was running on 
the double track, is said to have had the 
right of way, as the block at West End 
signal station gave him the right to run his 
train to McPherson. 

When McPherson was reached, it is said 
he was given the white signal to go ahead. 
Whether the had his signals all right or 
not, it is certain that the engineer of the 
freight thought the track was clear, or he 
would have slackened the speed of this train. 

The track, however, at the point of the 
collision, is straight, and it is apparent that 
the fast freigiat could have easily seen the 
obstructing ergine on the track. 

Pending the investigation, none of the 
railroad men would talx yesterday, and it 
Was impossible to ascertain- where. tie 
blame for the accident re3-2d. 

The investigation will probably be com- 
Dleted this morning. Eye-witnesses claim-

The wreck was viewed by thousands 
yesterday and late last night the 
lingered at the place, watching the wreck- 
ing crew lift the dismantled and crumbled 
clear the track. 

Every hour train and trolley car that 
left the city going to the fort after the 
wreck was crowded with persons who 
wished to inspect the ‘engines and see 
the general work of demolition that had 
been caused. 

The soldiers at the post were the first 
to reach the scene after the engines 
struck. They went to work in an instant 
and. were of great service to the injured. 

The flour and meal which was strewn 
in every direction was picked up and 
carried across the street and piled up 
alongside the fort fence. 

Soldiers secured pinch bars and prized 
the cars which did not leave the rails 
down the track so that the work of rescue 
could go on uninterrupted. They formed 
squads and worked with a will. 

An Unknown Hero. 

Among the eyewitnesses to the collision 
was a soldier who:runs some of the ma- 
chinery at the fort. 

When the engines struck, the steam was 
on and a great hole was knocked in 
one Of the engines. Near this place was 
the body of the mangled fireman. 

The soldier ran to the scalding machine 
and turned off the steam valve, which, if 
it mad been allowed to remain open, would 
have scalded the body of ‘the fireman 
and would have greatly endangered the 
lives of all near the engine. 

The name of the. brave soldier could 
not be secured, as he left the scene before 
he could be seen. : 

“It-was a brave piece of work,’”. said a 
bystander. “The steam was escaping in 
great volumes and many men would have 
hesitated before going to the engine.”’ - 

Everybody commended the work. of the 
soldiers and they were frequently cheered 
as they worked in the broiling sun, lifting 
pieces of the wreck, rolling cars away in 
their search for the body of the 
who was supposed to have been 
in the fall of the ponderous engines.

The bullet entered the lower part of the 
abdomen and passed around the side with- 
out striking any vital spot. The wounded 
man suffered more from loss of blood 
than anything else and last night, except 
for'a slight pain, he was resting well. 

Turner ig well known at the police bar- 
racks and it is said that he has been 
arrested more times for running a blind 
tiger than any man in Atlanta. 

Holbrook, who is jocked up at the police 
barracks charged with the shooting, claims 
that it was accidental, but a number of 
witnesses assert that he deliberately shot 
the restaurant keeper because the latter

It appears that Richard Holbrook and 
Noah Nanson both wanted to see the same 
girl home from church.

PATROLMAN T. CARL MILLS, WHILE 
walking his beat on Whitehall street, near 
Forsyth street junction, was, shot from 
ambush last night a* 8 o’clock by an un- 


known negro, and the surgeons at the 


hospital say he will die. 
The shot was fired almost under the 
glare of an arc electric light while the 
moon was brightly shining and within 


a stone’s throw of several residences. 
There were many persons on the street 
at the time, but the assassin escaped by 
fleeing up Tanner’s alley and darting in 
among the freight cars that line the tracks 
in the rear of Whitehall street at that 
point. ww 

Policeman Mills felj to the sidewalk, 
the blood streaming from a fearful ragged 
wound in the head. Even before the foot- 
e falls of the fleeing assassin had died away, 
a crowd wags at the brave officer’s side. 
‘It was a negro," said Mills. “I don't 
don’t who it was, hut I Know it was a 
black face.” 

The alarm was quickly given and a hur- 
ried telephone message was sent to the

the assassin could not be found and even 
a cley had not been secured at 2 o'clock 
this morning, although the city had been 
thoroughly searched and completely sur- 
rounded by policemen.

HOBSON, THE 
popular hero of the Spanish-American war, 
stepped off the southbound train at the 
umion depot early yesterday morning and 
was given a hearty ovation by the crowd 
assembled there to greet him, 

The early hour of his arrival fn Atlanta 
prevented many who would have liked to 
grasp the hand of the hero in warm em- 
brace from being present, but enough 
were there to let him know that on his 
return through the city he would be ten- 
dered a rousing reception that wil] ex- 
press the patriotism and appreciation of 
all Atlanta, 

As the southbound Southern train pulled 


in sight at the depot yesterday morning 


the crowd of citizens lined up at the east 
end of the shed .gnd anxiously scanned the 
windows of the passing cars in an effort 
to locate Hobson, They were about io 
give up in despair when the hero alighted 
gracefully from the last sleeping coach 
with @ valise in one hand and an umbrella 
in the other. There was not the slightest 
chance of mistaking the young leutenant 
for another person, although he was 
dressed plainly and in citizens’ clothes. 
The first exclamation that broke from the 
crowd upon his arrival was one of sgur- 
prise at the likeness of the pictures in 
public print to the man himself. 

“That's Hobson. I would know him if 
We met in China,’”’ gaid a little man in 
the crowd. 

The hero heard the remark and turned 
quickly with a smile on his face, as he 
tipped his hat to the speaker. The action 
was just what the crowd wanted to break 
the ice as it were, and immediately all 
gathered around him, everybody attempt- 
ing to shake his hand at once. 

Zobson Gives a Handshake Around. 
-Hebson had a pleasamt smile and a

In person Lieutenant Hobson is above 
the average in height, but not as tall as 
one would judge from looking at his p'ic- 
ture. His build ts athletic and gives token 
of great physical endurance and his gstep 
in walking is short and elastic. Instead 
of the beard with which he is represented 
in some of the pictures recently published, 
he wears only a mustache, which seems 
to have curled of itself and to be per- 
fectly natural, if you can judge such 
matters by the man himself. His hair is 
light brown and the eyes of the hero, 
which are grayish blue in color, .are the 
most striking features of his makeup. De- 
termination is set in every line of Hob? 
80n’s face, which in repose is an unusually 
pleasant and’ agreeable one, but it !s easy 
to see that when wrought up or trifled 
with he could be a atern disciplinarian.

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T WENT TO A COMMITTEE 


Mayson Resolution Seems to Meet With 
Approval of the Solans; 


COMMITTEE IS FOR NEW DEPOT 


All Agree That if the Roads Do Not 
Consent To Tear Down the Old 
Shack the Commission Should 
Be Appealed to at 
Once. 


THE CITY COUNCIL GAVE EVERY 
indication yesterday afternoon that it 
means to have a new union depot for At- 
lanta. The Mayson resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee to peti- 
tion the state railroad commission to force 
the roads to provide suitable terminal fa- 
cilities for Atlanta was introduced and 
referred to the committee on manu- 
facturers, statistics, freight rates and 
transportation for consideration and = re- 
port, 

This committee consists of Councilman 
Dozier. chairman; alderman Mayson, 
Councilmen Stephens, McCullough and 
Camp. When interviewed on the subject 
after council meeting, all with the excep- 
tion of Councilman McCullough, who is out 
of the city, expressed themselves most 
unhesitatingly as being heartily in favor 
of a new union depot and of making some 
effort to force the roads to erect such a 
structure or structures in case they re- 
fused. 

The city council has taken the bit in 
its teeth and is determined to give the 
people of Atlanta some relief from the 
miserable facilities of the present. 

Following is the resolution introduced 
by Councilman Thomson, but prepared by 


Alderman Mayson: , 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 1, 1898.—Whereas, 
The passenger depot now used jointly Dy 
the railroads terminating in or passing 
through the city, fas become entirely in- 
adequate to meet the convenience and com- 
fort of the public, and this condition of 
affairs has existed some years, and yet 
the railroads have taken no steps to rem- 
edy the evil, be it 

“Resolved, By the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That a 
committee of five be appointed from this 
body to act in conjuné¢tion with tne city 
attorney and his assistants, and prepare 
a petition setting forth in detall the above 
facts and present same to the railroad 
commission, and procure if possible an 
order requiring the different, railroads of 
this city to prepare suitable accommoda- 
tions for the traveling public.’’ 

When Clerk Greene had finished reading 
the resolution Alderman Mayson stated 
that as the matter was one of great im- 
portance, it ehould be referred to a com- 
mittee, and he moved that it be sent to 
the committee on manufacturers, statistics, 
freight rates and transportation. 

Councilman Dorsey thought it would be 
more proper for the resolution to go to the 
committee on electric and other railways, 
but council decided with Alderman Mayson. 
This committee will hold a meeting so0n, 
and will consult with the city attorneys 
as to the attitude the municipality should 
assume in the matter and then act accord- 
ingly. 

Committeemen Favor the Depot. 

That the,.committee is heartily in favor 
of a new depot ts evidenced by the follow- 
ing expressions: 

Chairman Dozier. 

“T am most decidediy in favor of a new 
depot. The present shack is entirely in- 
adequate and should be removed as scon 
as possible. I am in favor of holding a 
conference with the railroad authorities 
on the subject, and if they refuse to con- 
sider the matter favorably, then go to 
the railroad commission and if possible 
force the roads to give Atlanta a decent 
station.” 

Councilman Stephens, - 

is no one more in favor of a 
new depot than myself. I think we should 
first ascertain the position of the roads 
on the matter. If they are willing to erect 
a suitable station in Atlanta, good enougn, 
but if they manifest no such disposition, 
we should go to the cummission and use 
a little force.” 

Alderman Mayson. | 

“Atlanta needs a new depot, and needs 
it right now. We don’t want any more 
delay in this matter. Atlantians have been 
suffering long enough. If the roads man- 
ifest no interest and no desire to erect a 
suitable depot, we should petition the 
commission to force them to erect suitable 
terminals here, which the commission has 
the power to do.”’ 

Councilman Camp. 

“We ought to make them tear down that 
old barn right now. whilé the wire is 
hot keep it sizzling. Public sentiment is 
the thing that counts. Let's show the 
roads that the people of Atlanta have stood 
this humiliation over this depot. business 
long enough. The state raiiroad commis- 
sion is the remedy.”’

Than One Free Licénse. 


THE RECIPIENTS MUST BE INDIGENT 


Any Disabled Veteran, No Matter How 
Rich, Is Entitled to One License. 
Opinion in Full. 

A of city council the question was 
raised as to whether confederate sol- 


diers under a veteran’s free license have 
the right to transact more than one busi- 
neés in the city of Atlanta without the 
usual fees to the city treasury. 

As the matter !s one of great importance, 
the committee asked Assistant City At-+ 
torney Pendleton. for his opinion by which 
council could be governed in future. This 
opinion was rendereg yesterday in a letter 
to Chairman Dimmock,. 

The ruling is of great interest to old 
soldiers and to municipal-ties all over the 
state. Judge Pendleton’s letter to Chair- 
man Dimmock is as follows: 

““W. R. Dimmock. Chairman Tax Commit- 
tee, Atlanta. Ga.—Dear Sir: At the request 
of your committee that I report to what 
extent old soldiers can do business in the 
city of Atlanta without paying license, I 
b@g leave to submit the following: 

“1. He has to a ‘confederate soldier,’ or 
a soldier in the Seminole, Creek or Chero- 
kee Inf ian wars or of the Mexican war. 

“2. He has to be ‘disabled or irdigent.’ 
It is probable that the court would hold 
that ‘or’ should be changed to ‘and.’ There 
seems to be no reason why a rich soldier 
who 1s disabled should do business with- 
out paying license. Our code provides that 
a mother may recover for the homicide of 
a child upon whom she is dependent, or 
who contributes to her support. The su- 
preme court has held that the mother must 
be dependent and that the chiid must 
have contributed to her support. 

“3. He may peddle or conduct business in 
any town, city, county or counties of this 
etate without paying license, provided he 
is a resident of this state. On the principle 
that exemptions from taxations are to be 
strictly construed, I hol@ that a soldier has 
no authority to conduct two businesses, but 
Only one. Respectfully submitted.

TO DEFENDANTS 


Ansendment in Southern Mutual Building 
and Loan Association Case. 


SHERIFFS TO SERVE THEM 


Decision of the Supreme Court Makes 
Stockholders Parties. Defendant. 


AMENDMENT COVERS 145 PRINTED PAGES 


Was Bitterly Fought, but Higher Court 
Sustains Judge Lumpkin—Case To 
Be Heard at Fall Term. 

B iter nt counties in the state where 
any of the stockhelders of the Isate 


Southern Mutual Building and Loan As- 
bociation reside, are receiving copies of 
the «mendment to the original bill filed 
on July 16, 1897, for service on the stock- 
ho'ders who have been made parties de- 
fendant to the litigation. 

The amendment a very lengthy one, 
covering 145 pages of printed matter, and 
bound in pamphlet form. There are about 
150 people that have to be served in the 
case, ang a book containing the amend- 
ment will be personally served on each 
cne by the sheriff of the county in which 
they reside. 

Sheriff Nelms’s Office yesterday was well 
stocked with the pamphlets to be served 
on parties in Fulton county, and some of 
these, the officers say, are very hard to 
find. Some ‘of them have died and many 
have moved away. To these latter, as the 
law requires, service will be very difficult. 

The books are *b@ing sent by exprese, 
as they are entirely too bulky for the 
mails. Mr. William B, Weaver, who is 
managing the work, said yestérday that 
they were being sent out early-in order to 
give the sheriffs of the counties enough 
time to deliver them to the parties for 
which the books are intended. 

The bcoks ‘contain the original] bill and 
the- amendment, which makes all the 
stockholders. parties plaintiff, and a num- 
ber of the orders of the court. It contains 
a list of the names of the stockholders, 
the number of shares they held ang the 
amount that is due the association at the 
t:me of the failure. Since the amendment 
was filed a large number of those who 
appear in the book have paid up all that ts 
due the association. 

The amendment was filed over a year 
ago and has had a long course through 
the courts. It was fought in the superior 
court and taken to the supreme court, 
when the judgment of the lower court was 
very recently affirmed, 

The amendment was prepared and filed 
by King & Spalding and Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell, of Atlanta, and Lumpkin & 
Burnett, of Athens. It Is one of the most 
thorough and complete bills that has ever 
been filed in the court here. It has been 
attacked on every side, but throughout its 
course it has stood up under the strong- 
est legal light. 

The amendment making all the gstock- 
holders of the defunct asscciation parties 
defendant was attaéKed as soon as it was 
filed. A stockholdéf from DeKalb county 
attacked it on the ground that the supe- 
rior court of this county did not have the 
jurisdiction over him or any of the par- 
ties outside of Fulton county, claiming 
that each stockholder must be tried in 
the county where they reside. 

Another ground for attack was that it 
was not equitable; that the rights of the 
stockhGiders would not be satisfied and 
sufficiently protected. Another was that 
it was a rrigioinder, showing that all the 
parties could not be thus joined together 
in the suit. There were also other grounds 
upon which the amendment was attacked. 

Judge Lumpkin heard the demurrer filed 
by the DeKalb county stoekholder. Mr. 
Eugene Black and Mr. E, K. Lumpkin 
argueq the amendment side of the case, 
which was based entirely on a point of 
law. Mr. Black made a most able argu- 
ment, and was successful before the 
court. Judge Lumpkin overruled the de- 
murrer., 

The case was then taken to the supreme 
court by the dissatisfied stockholders, and 
there Mr. Black and Mr. Lumpkin again 
argued the case. The brief submitteq by 
Mr. .Black was a very complete one, and 
his splendid argument prevailed in that 
court after a long consideration, 

The supreme court sustained the lower 
court, and the amendment will make all 
the stcckholders who have not paid up 
parties defendant. The methog of serving 
in pamphlet form was commenced yester- 
day and it is expected that nearly all the 
parties will be served by the middle of 
the month. 

The case will be heard at the fal) term 
of the court and at ‘that time ali the 
parties in the case will have to appear at 
the court. As there is a large. number of 
them, it will be an interesting case. 

The amendment is brought in the name

R. L. Greene, B. R. Swoope, C. H. Finley 
and the receivers, Judge J, A. Anderson, 
of Atlanta, anil Mr. M. A.‘ O'Byrne, of 
Augusta.

Employed by a Brooklyn Street Rail- 
way Company.

The Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company, 
it is said, has employed twenty women to 
count passengers on the cars of its lines 
and keep tabs om the conductors’ registers. 
All of the women so employed are youns 
and comely. They dress fashionably and 
are well paid for the work they do, “Lady 
spotters,’’ the conductors call them. Hach 
spotter carries a small grip or hand sa & Avi. 
This is to make them look like ordinary 
travelers, the conductors say. The spot- 
ters ride across the bridge and jot down 
che number of fares registered, together 


with the car number and time. They also 
make an entry in their notebooks of the 
the car.

“They have been working only a few 
days,” said one of ths conductors, ‘but 
every man running a car has become fa- 
miliar with their faces. We know. them 
all, and of course keep our registers right 
up to the proper mark. But say, you.ougnt 
to see how swell they look! Why, there is 
one of them who uresses in biack satin 
and she has real diamonds in her ears. 
We call her ‘Diamond Maggie.’ ‘Then

{sland summer girl. She always dresses 
in white and has a big red ribbon sash 
about her waist. The conductors call her 
‘Seaside.’ We've got a mame for every 
one of them and a code of signals to tip 
each other off as to the spotters’ where- 
abouts.

Thomson Ordinance Was Passed at Yester- 
day’s Session. 


A LAW WHEN THE MAYOR SIGNS 


Measure Prohibits Liquor Dealers from 
Serving Any Food.

ERE is the death knell for free 
FH tunenes in Atlanta. If the mayor af- 

fixes his signature to the anti-eating 
ordinance from the pen of Councilman 
Thomson, passed by council yesterday af- 
ternoon, the hungry ones must go hungry 
hereafter, for they get nothing but 


fiery fluids over the local bars thereafter. 
their usual re- 


can 


Drinkers must then take 
freshments without the ‘usual “trimmings.” 
Pretzels, sandwiches, cheese and pug sau- 
sages will be relegated to the background. 

The ordinance committee recommended 
the passage of the measure last week. It 
prohibits any dealer in liquors from serv- 
ing in any manner any food whatsvever 
in his saloon. Council passed it by a vote 
of six to five after an interesting debate. 
Councilman Camp, who fought the meas- 
ure, gave notice of a reconsideration at 
the next session of council. A strong effort 


be made to have the ordinance re- 


will 
pealed. 

The text of the new ordinance is as fol- 
lows: 

“Re it ordained by the mayor and general 
council, That from and after the passage 
of this ordinance it shall be unlawful for 
anv retail dealer in liquors in this city.to 
keep at his place of business, or furnish 
to his patrons or visitors, at such place, 
any food of any sort; provided, however, 
that where such dealer ‘has a license to 
keep a hotel, eating house or Junch room, 
or stand. this ordinance shall be applica- 


ble only to the bar room. 
“Sec, 2. Any one violating the provisions 


of this ordinance shall, on conviction be- 
fore’ the recorder, pay a fine of not less 
than $5, nor more than $26. 

“Sec. 3. All ordinances in confiict with 


this ordinance are hereby repealed.” 
How the Council Voted. 

Councilman Thomson moved that the or- 
dinance be adopted. Mr. Adair seconded. 
Mr. Mitchell secured the floor, 

“T wish to make the public statement,” 
said he, “that I have not been in a bar- 
room in ten‘vears, and am representing ro 
interests in this maiter except what I be- 
lieve to be right. I am opposed to this or- 
I do not think this council has 
to designate what a business 
man shall give away and what he shall 
not give away. Moreover, a man, talking 
with me today, told me he had been pre- 
vented from being drunk many a time by 
taking a small lunch with his beer. I 
know nothing about it from experience, but 
I do not believe free lunches increase drink- 
ing.’’ 

“I do not feel,”” said Councilman Thom- 
son, “‘that any argument is necesSary in 
favor of this ordinance. It will be produc- 
tive of. great good. The time has come 
when We as city councilmen should en- 
force all regulations tending to sobriety 
and temperance. It ts evident that lunches 
increase drinking or the saioonists would 
not serve them, Moreover, the food is a 
great expense, and the dealer must make 
his money back some way. He must do 
this by either increasing his sales or doc- 
toring his liquors so as to make them pay 
better. There is no doubt about this 
theory and Tunches should ‘be stopped at 
once,”’ 

Mr. Camp asked for the ruling of the 
city attorney whether council had the right 
to enact any such legislation. Assistant 
Attorney Pendleton, ruled that as the sa- 
loons were under police regulations, coun- 
cil had the right to say whether they 
should serve lunches or not, 

Mr. Mitchell then called for the yeas and 
nays, and the vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Turner, Mayson, Dorsey, 
Lumpkin, Thomson—6, 

Nays—Mitchell, Camp, LaHatte, Stephens 
and Dozier—5. 

The ordinance will be acted on by the 
mayor as soon as he returns from Detroit, 
the latter part of this week.

In the absence of Mayor Collier and May- 
or Pro Tem. Dimmock, City Clerk Greene 
called council to order and Alderman Wood- 
ward being elected provisional mayor, as- 
sumed the chair. 

The roll call showed Messrs. Dimmock, 
Rice, Burns, Howard, McCullough, Peters 
and Hammond to be absent, most of whom 
are out of the city.

There Came Near Being Serious Trouble 
at Barracks Yesterday. 


ONE SOLDIER WAS BADLY CUT 


His Companions Seek “Revenge and 
Assailant Bas Narrow Escape. 


MOB PELTED HOUSE WITH STONES 


Had It Not Been for Officers Negro 
Would Have Lost His Life—How 
ed yesterday afternoon at Fort Mc- 


the Trouble Occurred. 
A Fiherson, and but for the prompt 


arrival of the corporal of the guard and a 
large squad of men, together with the 
assistance of Marshal Ryan, of Oakland, 
one man would in all probability have been 
lynched by an infuriated mob of soldiers.

Just how the difficulty 
seems to know, but it is thought that some 
of the negro soldiers had been teasing Mc- 
Ginnis, for Lieutenant Hill, of the post, 
Says that the was standing on the platform 
of the station at McPherson, watching the 
wreck, when McGinnis came to him and 
asked for protection from the soldiers. 

“If you are not old enough to take care 
of yourself, then you had better go ‘home,” 
said Lieutenant Hill to the negro, and the 
latter then left the platform and mixed 
with the crowd. A few moments later one 
of the negro soldiers was cut with some 
sharp instrument, evidently a razor, al- 
though the weapon used could not be found. 
The wounded man was taken to the post 
hospital on a stretcher. 

The wound is an ugly one, extending 
across the back almost from shoulder to 
shoulder, and the wounded man was very 
weak from loss of blood when taken to the 
hospital. 

Mob Chases the Assailant. 

After the cutting, a crowd of negro Sol- 

diers made for McGinnis, who immediately 


started no one 


ran up Evans's drive and entered the house | 


of Mrs. Mosteller by the back door and 
crewled under a bed in one of the rooms 
to escape the mob that was in pursuit. 

The crowd, which by this time numbered 
nearly a thousand, surrounded the house. 
A number of the soldiers entered, and 
covering McGinnis under the bed, pulled 
him out and began beating him with sticks 
and rocks. Lieutenant Hill, with a large 
squad of men, arrived on the scene and 
ehtering by way of a window, attempted to 
rescue the negro from his captors. Me- 
Ginnis, who was bleeding profusely from a 
score or wounds, muae a dash for liberty, 
but was met at the front door by Marshal 
Ryan, who had been attracted to the spot 
by the crowd, and he caught and held the 
negro. 

When the crowd saw McGinnis on the 
porch of the house, an effort was made to 
take him from the marshal, and cries of 
**Kill thim!"’ ‘‘Lynech him!” heard on 
every hand, and for a looked as

though they would make good their threats. 
Bricks, rocks, clubs and other missiles 
were thrown by the mob at the prisoner 
and those ,who had him in charge, and 
Marshal Ryan received a painful blow on 
the right leg from a flying brick.The crowd 
was pressing the marshal and those with 
him to such an extent, that it became 
necessary for‘him to draw his revolver, and 
with ‘this jhe held the mob at bay until re- 
enforcements/ arrived from the barracks. 
He Is Now in Jail. 

McGinnis was then placed in a wagon, 
and with an armed guard surrounding it, 
was taken to the post guardhouse, where he 
will be kept until such time as he can be 
safely brought out to trial. 

During the afternoon the guardhouse was 
surrounded by a large crowd of soldiers, 
who called for McGinnis to show himself 
at the window, and when he did so, they 
cursed and hooted him.

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A BIG CONTRACT. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Will Make All 
Navy Department Shipments 
for a Year. 


The Pennsylvania Railroagqd Company has 
been awarded the contract by the navy 
department at Washington to make all 
movements of seamen, naval recruits, ma- 
rines and their accoutrements throughout 
the United States for the year ending June 
30, 1899, 

This contract was awarded in consider- 
ation and recognition of the sat:sfactory 
movements which the Pennsylvania rail 
road has made for the navy department 
since the beginning of the war. The 
prompt and efficient manner in which 
has handled these matters, selecting the 
routes, fixing the schedules and arrang- 
ing for every detail of the trips, thus re- 
lieving the department at Washimeton of 
an enormous amount of perplexing detail 
work, has been very gratifying to the 
naval officials, particularly the manner in 
which this company transported 200 naval 
recruits from Philadelphia to the Pacific 
coast, en route to Manila. 

The first suggestion in regard to the 
transportation of these men was received 
at the general office of the company on 
June 24th. At-8:20 a. m., on June 2th, a 
Apecial train dJeft Philadelphia for the 
Pacific coest.

First One Filed in Atlanta Under the 
New Law. 


LAW IN EFFECT YESTERDAY 


Petitioner Shows That He Is Indebted 
in the Sum of $2,942. 


THE PETITION IS GIVEN IN FULL 


Judge Newman Is Out of the City and 
Referee Has Not Been Ap- ’ 
pointed Yet. 


— 


HE bankruptcy law went into effect 
dry on the statute books before C. 
yesterday and the ink was scarcely 

H. Simon, of this city, had taken advantage 
of the new law. Mr. Simon was probably 
the first man in the United States to pray 
to be a bankrupt and being the first case 
under the new law, it is of particular in- 
terest. 

Mr. Simon is well known in Atlanta 
business circles, having been at one time 
the senior member of the firm of Simon 
& Frohsin. Since the dissolution of that 
firm Mr, Simon has been in business for 
himself. 

The schedule of his debts attached to 
the petition shows that Mr.’ Simon is in- 
debted in the sum of $2,942, ranging from 
sums of a few dollars up to amounts of 
several hundred. The petition also shows 
that he has no property with which to 
pay his debts. 

Following is the petition in full as filed 
by Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, attorneys for 
the petitioner: 

“Toa the Hon, William T. Newman, Judge 
of the District Court of the United States 
for the Northern District of Georgia: 
“The petition of Charles H. Simon, resi!d- 

ing in the city of Atlanta, county of Ful- 

ton, state of Georgia, and district afore- 
sald, respectfully represents: That he has 
resided for six months immedistely pre- 
ceding the filing of this petition at Atlanta, 
Gu., Within said judicial district; that he 
owes debts, and is unable to pay all of 
the same in full; that he ig willing to 
surrender all his assets for the benefit 
of his creditors and desires to obtain the 
benefit of an act entitled, ‘An act to estab- 
lish a uniform system of bankruptcy 
throughout the United States,’ approved 
July 1, 1898. 


Statement of All Debts.

August 1.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that at 
the close of business Juiy 30, 1898, the debt.

$978.081.006, a decrease. for the month of 
349.004.4868 Independent of the cash the 
statement shows an increase in the debt 
of $182,159. The cash in the treasury in- 
creased during the month by over $49,000,000. 
principally from receipts on account of the 
new war loan. The debt Is recapitulated as
